745th returns

Lansing - The 507th Engineer 
Battalion based at Camp 
Grayling has been put on alert, 
increasing the possibility it 
might be sent to Iraq, according 
to Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs officials. 

“Whal we are speculating is 
that they will be called up’ in 
rotation No. 3 in Iraq,” Capt. 
Dawn Dancer said, “I’m making 
a huge speculation.” 

The battalion, part of the 
Michigan National Guard, was 
placed on alert late last week. It 
is unknown how many soldiers 
would be called up. 

Dancer said other Michigan 
National Guard units have been 
put on alert for as long as six 
months since Operation Iraqi 
Freedom began more than a year 
ago but didn’t go on active duty. 

“This could all go away,” 
Dancer said, 

If called up, the 507th 
Engineer Battalion would be the 
fifth Michigan Army National 
Guard unit activated from Camp 
Grayling. The others are the 
[438th Engineer Detachment, 
1439th and 1440th engineer 
teams as well as the 745th 
Ordnance Detachment, which is

County approves placing 911, 
library funding on ballot

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners voted 6-0 
with one absent on April 13 to 
place funding proposats for 9t} 
Dispatch and the library system 
on the August primary election 
ballot. 

The 911 Dispatch proposal, if 
passed, would continue the cur- 
rent telephone — surcharge 
approved by the voters back in 
2000. Since that time, Dispatch 
has been able to operate without 
funding from the county and its 
municipalities, with the excep- 
tion of some equipment expendi- 
tures. 

Dispatch received a total of 
$4,450 this year from the town- 
ships, city of Grayling and coun- 
ty, plus another $2,700 from 
Camp Grayling for their access 
to the law enforcement network. 
It also received about $72,000 
from a cellular telephone sur- 
charge collected by the state. 
The lion’s share of 911 
Dispatch’s current budget, 
$367,560, is received from the 
existing surcharge. 

Residents and businesses own- 
ers in Crawford County can 
locate the surcharge on their 
monthly telephone bills. It’s cur- 
rent rate is 17 percent of a cus- 
tomer’s basic phone rate and 
does not include long distance or 
other telephone services. 

“Without the continuation of 


the telephone surcharge the 
county would have to again look 
at other ways to fund 91] 
Dispatch, including contracting 
or combining with another coun- 
ty,” said Larry Akers, Dispatch 
Director. 

Akers said the voters will be 
asked (o approve the same sur- 
charge proposal for at least 
another four years. A committee 
to promote the 911 campaign 
will mect Wednesday, April 28 at 
6 p.m. at the courthouse in 
Grayling. Anyone who. would 
like to assist with the campaign 
or would like more information 
about 91] Dispatch operations is 
asked to attend or contact Akers 
at 348-6821, 

The Commissioners also 
approved the Library Board’s 
request to place an operating 
millage of .45 mills on the 
August ballot. 

On Saturday morning, County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley met with 
the Friends of the Crawford 
County Libraries and explained 
the costs and revenues involved 
with operating the entire library 
system which includes the 
Devereaux Memorial Crawford 
County Library in Grayling and 
branches in Frederic, Lovells 
and Beaver Creek Townships. 

Wakeley told the Friends that 
although the library has funds in

When 10-year old Jack Myers 
could not be found near 
Grayling Elementary School, 
nor near his home on April 14, 
Crawford County 911 Dispatch 
issued the area’s first-ever 
Amber Alert, 

Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said 
the Amber Alert was issued at 
3:30 p.m. due to the suspicious 
nature of the situation, but pro- 
vided no additional information, 

In a matter of minutes 
Sheriff’s Deputies and Grayling 
City Police Offtcers began to 
search for the boy and was soon 
aided by Department of Natural 
Resources Law Officers, as well 
as Troopers from the Michigan 
State Police. 

Local news channels broad- 
casted information about Jack 
and aired a photograph, asking 
for help from anyone who may 
have seen the boy after school. 
Teachers, schoo! staff and other 
members of the community also 
came forward to help find Jack. 

At approximately 6:20 p.m., 
members of the Grayling City 
and Township Fire Department 
were called to their station to

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The Michigan Department of 
Military and Veterans Affairs 
(Michigan Army National 

_ Guard) announced April 22 the 
availability of the Final 
Environmental Assessment 
(FEA) for the Proposed Land 
Use Agreement at the Camp 
Grayling Maneuver Training 
Center (Camp Grayling), 
Michigan. 

The Proposed Action is to 
“Extend the Current Management 
Agreement to 2014 with One 
Modification.” 

This land use agreement with 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (MDNR) 
would allow military units to 
maintain a high level of training 
and state readiness to support 
national defense and state mis- 
sions such as natural disaster, 
civil unrest and other emergen- 
cies. The land use agreement 
would also maximize training 
Opportunities and promote effi- 
cient scheduling of ranges for 
military units that use Camp 
Grayling. 

This FEA analyzes the 
Proposed Action, one Alternative, 
and the No-Action Alternative. 
The original 20-year land use 
agreement allows for limited 
military training on nearly 
47,000 acres of state-owned 
lands. 

The Proposed Action extends 
the agreement and contains a 
modification to allow firing of 
the Multiple Launch Rocket 
System (MLRS) on state lands 
located southwest of the City of 
Grayling in Kalkaska and 
Crawford Counties. 

In addition to the Proposed 
Action, the FEA evaluates two 
alternatives: Extend the Current 
Management Agreement to 2014 
with No Modifications and the 
No-Action Alternative, which 

_would ‘eliminate nearly 47,000 — 
acres of lands currently available 

for training. 
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After receipt of public com- 
ments relating to safety and 
noise concerns, the decision to 
fire the MLRS on agreement 
lands has been postponed and 
the alternative to Extend the 
Current Management Agreement 
to 2014 with No Modifications 
has been selected. 

Further research will be com- 
pleted to address the public’s 
comments and another EA pre- 
sented if MLRS firing is war- 
ranted and proposed on agree- 
ment lands in the future. 

An analysis of the environ- 
mental impacts of these pro- 
posed actions is presented in a 
FEA, now available for public 
review and comment.

This April, we share an impor- 
lant opportunity to promote our 
shared values for Victims’ Rights 
and Victim Assistance/Safely in 
our homes, schools and communi- 
lies; ensuring that crime victims’ 
rights are implemented throughout 
our criminal and juvenile justice 
systems; and making sure that vic- 
tims’ voices are consistently heard 
throughout our systems of justice 
and our nation as a whole. 

“But I'll never be a victim of 
crime! Crime is something that 


happens to someone else. Crime is 
certainly a societal problem, but 
not one that affects me, personal- 
ly.” If these statements were only 
truc! The reality is that most peo-

ple will be a victim of or witness to 
a crime in their lifetime. 

April 18-24 marks the 24th com- 
memoration of National Crime 
Victims’ Rights Week. For seven 
days, victim service providers, jus- 
lice professionals and others seek 
to promote greater public aware- 
ness about a serious problem that 
affects not only our nation, but our 
community 365 days a year. 

We appreciate the opportunity to 
have a serious dialogue about vic- 
tims of crime and the impact on us 
as individuals, and the community 
as a whole. 

The economic impact of crime is 
devastating in itself, resulting in 
Significant damage to victims’ abil- 
ities to focus, function and work. 
The psychological impact may be 
more difficult to measure but is no 
less devastating. , 

Many victims never report crime 


because of trauma and fear. For 


those who do report crimes, we - 


have much work to do (to validate 
the harm they have endured, their 
voices and concerns, and their 
statutory nghts as victims. 

And the physical impact results 
in people whose lives are irrevoca- 
bly changed — the robbery victim 
who is left a paraplegic, the family 
whose breadwinner is murdered, 
the battered woman who hides her 
bruises in hopes of hiding her 
chronic suffering, and the child 
abuse victims who listen closely to 
the threats of their abusers and 
never disclose their victimization. 

Victims and survivors of crimes 
have simple, basic necds. They 
need to fecl safe in reporting the 
crimes committed against them. 
They need consistent implementa- 
tion of their core rights to informa- 
tion and notification, protection,

Participation, and restitution, And 
they need to be assured that they 
are not responsible for what hap- 
pened, and that the persons who 
hurt them will be held accountable 
and brought to justice. 

When we take time to identify 
and meet the needs of victims and 
survivors of crime, we commit to 
our share values for justice in 
America: 

1. When you value our right to 
live in peace in our homes, neigh- 
borhoods and communities, you 
value victims’ rights and services. 

2. When you value our children 
and their hopes for a life of oppor- 
tunity that is free from violence, 
you value victims’ rights and ser- 
vices.

Senator shares 
lessons from iraq 


] recently returned from my sec- 
ond trip to Iraq since the fall of 


Saddam Hussein. During both vis-. 


its, | was overwhelmed by the ded- 
ication and commitment of the 
U.S. servicemen and women. We 
owe them our material support and 
our prayers for their success and 
their safe return. We also owe it to 
them to learn from the mistakes we 
made before going to war. 

The intelligence failures with 
respect to Iraq were massive and 
have damaged our credibility 
around the world. The administra- 
tion cited the presence of weapons 
of mass destruction in Iraq and the 
imminent threat presented by these 
weapons as the reasons for going 
to war. It is astonishing that our 
intelligence could have been so far 


off the mark. This question is the 
subject of ongoing congressional 
investigations,: which hopefully 
will lead to some corrective action. 
But intelligence failures were not 
our only mistakes. 

Prior to the war, I argued against 
altacking Iraq in the absence of an 
imminent threat to our own securi- 
ty, unless we could enlist the sup- 
port of the international communi- 
ty. I thought we had a better 
chance of forcing Saddam to com- 
ply with the U.N. resolutions if he 
clearly understood that he was fac- 
ing the world community rather 
than just Western powers. And we 
had opportunities to forge such a 
coalition: when the U.N, weapons 
inspectors returned to Iraq in 
November of 2002 to oversee the 
disarmament process, it clearly 
was the international community 
working to disarm and contain 
Saddam. 
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We abandoned this unity, how- 
ever, when we dismissed the ongo- 
ing work by the weapons inspec- 
tors and initiated military action 
without U.N. support. This action, 
along with the administration's 
“you're with us or you're against 
us” rhetoric, cost us the support of 
many of our allies and much of the 
world, and has made it difficult to 
obtain the cooperation of the world 
community in the post-war recon- 
struction. We are still paying the 
price for acting unilaterally. 

We need to learn from our mis- 
takes. Instead, we may be on the 
verge of repeating the mistake we 
made when we initiated hostilities 
against Iraq: failing to take the nec- 
essary lime to attempt to secure 
international support through the 
UN. 

The Administration is deter- 
mined to end our status as the 
occupying power in Iraq and to 
restore a sovereign Iraq to an inter- 
im caretaker government on June 
30. , 

If we fail to end our status as an 
occupying power on this date, 
there could be serious conse- 
quences, since most Iraqis view the 
establishment of a sovereign Iraqi 
government as restoring their dig- 
nity and control over their country. 
But if we restore sovereignty to a 
U.S. -created entity that doesn’t 
have the support of the Iraqi people 
and the international community, 
there could be even greater vio- 
lence against U.S. and coalition 
forces and innocent Iraqi civilians. 
Indeed, civil war might result. 

In order to establish a successful

that is considered legitimate by 
Traqis and the rest of the world; and 
making the U.N. a true partner in 
this process. 

It is essential that we enlist the 
support of the international com- 
munity and the U.N. in fashioning 
an interim government in Iraq. 
United Nations involvement will 
provide legitimacy inside Iraq and 
in many parts of the world, and 
will open the door to troops, police 
officers and reconstruction funds 
from other countries. It could even 
open the door to NATO involve- 
ment. 

We should consult with others 
on the wisdom of maintaining the 
June 30 deadline. Doing so could 
be a real turning point in the way 
the world views us, regardless of 
the outcome of the discussions. It 
would demonstrate our recognition 
that, while we have most of the 
world’s military power, others 
have much to contribute to solving 
the conundrum of Iraq. 

Even if we act to include the 
United Nation in the creation of a 
new Iraqi government, the chal- 
lenges are huge and success far 
from assured, as the act of restor- 
ing sovereignty in and of itself will 
not end the violence against U.S. 
and Coalition forces and innocent 
civilians. But without the involve- 
ment and support of the United 
Nations, the restoration of a sover- 
eign Iraqi government, particularly 
one created by the U.S. and estab- 
lished on a U.S. self-imposed arbi- 
trary date, is not likely to be a new

Plato said when democracy fails it 
tums into a dictatorship. Plato said, 
“Now insaliability for what democracy 
defines as the good also destroys it. 
Plato said our liberty brings about self- 
destruction because we neglect other 
essential things. But Plato adinits this 
is the best government to live under. 
He said, “Liberty, 1 said. This is what 
you would hear in a democracy is its 
finest possession and that this is the 
reason why it is the only city worth 
living in for a man who is by nature 
free. “ That too is very often said.” 
Plato gave us some warning signs in 
the degeneration of a democracy. He 
said, “It abuses those who obey the 
rulers as willing slaves and of no 
account, but il praises and honours, 
both in public and in private, rulers 
who behave like subjects and subjects 
who behave like rulers. Must not such 
a city reach the extreme of liberty? “Of 
Course.” He said, “a father will accus- 
tom himself to behave like a child and 
to fear his sons, while the son behaves 
like a father, and feels neither shame 
or fear before his parents, in order to 
be free.” He said, “A resident alien, is 
the equal of a citizen and a citizen the 
equal of a resident alicn, and so too a 
foreign visitor. “That is what hap- 
pens.” He said, “A teacher in such a 
community is afraid of his pupils and

flatters them, while the pupils think lit- . 
He said, © 


“Altogether the young are thought to 
be the equals of the old and compete 
with them in word and deed, while the 
old accommodate theinselves to the 
young” Plato also added, “And | 
almost forgot to mention what great 
equality exists between women and 
men.” 

Plato even described how animals are 
liberated in democracy. He said, “No 
one who has not experienced it would 
believe how much freer the animals 
who serve man are here than anywhere 
else. As the proverbs said, dogs are lit- 
erally the equals of their mistresses, 
and indeed so are horses and donkeys.” 
He said if they don’t get out of their 
way animals are free and proud to 
bump into people in the streets. He 
concluded, “everything else too is full 
of liberty.” But Plato warned us 2,500 
years ago that such extreme sensitivity 
and permissiveness in our quest for 
liberty threatens to lead us into “‘exces- 
sive servitude” and “dictatorship.”

lies. The centers are run by the 
state Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs. 

In a vast, sparsely populated 
area, the job as a coordinator of a 
family assistance center can be 
challenging because practical 
problems must be solved at a dis- 
tance. 

“Sometimes the girls find out 
they're pregnant after the soldier 
leaves,” Fraser said. “And up 
here, if it’s 42 below and there is 
19 feet of snow and they have to 
find a new doctor because they 
haven’t seen one in years, that’s 
not easy. We have to take them 
by the hand, even if it’s 150 
miles away.” 

On the other hand, Fraser said, 
most people in his area are proud 
and “stand offish,” and take care 
of themselves rather than getting 
help. “We’re very stand-alone up 
here. People make do for them- 
selves.” 

Midland coordinator Nicole 
Addison said she often deals 
with the spouses’ emotional 
needs. : 

“A lot of times we just get 
phone calls from people who are 
too emotional to deal with 
what’s going on. And so we can 
be a level head for them,” 
Addison said. 

One phone conversation with 
an upset wife led her to take the 
woman to the hospital because 
she was going to attempt suicide. 
Addison said she does “whatever 
it takes to make sure that they’re 
okay.” 

“Some people have a really 
hard time with it, and it can be 
overwhelming. And they have to 
find that one person or someone 
to link up with to help get them 
through. The girl I was helping 
didn’t have anyone, and she had 
three kids of her own.” 

Addison said she can relate to

the spouses’ situation because 
she was a Marine for four years 
and her husband recently 
returned from service with the 
1460th National Guard 
Transportation Company in Iraq. 

While he was gone, she took 
care of their 2-year-old son and 
got support from spouses of 
other soldiers, saying it helped 
knowing that she wasn’t the only 
one going through that situation. 

“There aren’t many people 
who are in the same boat as you 
when it comes to this — even 
your own parents, your own fam- 
ily,” she said. “They don’t really 
understand, and it helps to have 
another spouse who also has a 2- 
year-old who’s going through 
the same exact thing. And you 
can Jink up with some of the 
spouses that your husband is 
with. 

“My husband was very close 
with a couple of guys over there 
and I knew their wives here, so 
we could swap stories because 
they would talk about my hus- 
band.” , 

Each military unit has a family 
readiness group that meets 
monthly to talk and hear news 
about spouses from the comman- 
der. Often they also come togeth- 
er when a soldier in the unit dies, 
as has happened four times so far 
since soldiers from the U.P. were 
Stationed in Iraq, Fraser said. 

“The funerals we’ve had... 
The attendance and support has 
just been phenomenal,” he said. 


“When one “person grieves, Pe 
~ everybody grieves. It's a togeth- ‘ 


erness up here.” 

The centers also help with 
more practical needs. 

“One of the biggest issues is 
that the spouse that’s left behind 
~ whether it be male or female — 
isn’t always the one who did the 


bills, and they may not under- 


stand how to do the bills,” 
Addison said. “The 1460s had 
three to four days notice (of their 
call-up), and that’s not enough to 
teach anybody anything.” 

In that type of case, she said, 
the coordinator first helps take 
care of immediate problems with 
creditors and overdue bills and 
then teaches the spouse how to 
figure out and manage a budget. 
The centers can also give up to 
$500 to help families with spe-

cific needs, such as a broken fur- -: 


nace or an overdue car payment. 


“There’s a lot of emotional - 


baggage behind a financial 
issue,” Addison said. “Maybe 
they put off paying the bill, and 
then itll be two months late. 
One woman was upset because 
she couldn’t do what she wanted 
for her son who was in school, 
and she was late with her bill 
payments. We helped with her 
car payment, and that lightened 
the load for her.” 


At other times, the problems, 
are more easily solved through e- . 
mail or cell phones, which pro- ~ 
vide almost daily contact with “ 


the soldiers. 


“Sometimes they come to us ~ 
because ‘Joey is not calling me — 


enough,’ so if I happen to know 
the commander of the unit or 
have a relationship with some- 
one in the unit, I can shoot some- 


one an e-mail and say, ‘Hey, can. 


you have so-and-so call his 
mom?’” she said, laughing. 

“So whatever we have within 
our power, we can do. And if we 


can’t do it, we’ll find someone . 


who can.”

Mistakes can be corrected with amended tax return 


Oops! You've discovered an 
error after your tax return has 
been filed. What should you do? 
You may need to. amend your 
return, according to the [Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS). 

The IRS usually corrects math 
etrors or requests missing forms 
(such as W-2s) or schedules, In 
these instances, do not amend 
your return. However, do file an 
amended return if any of the fol- 
lowing were reported incorrectly: 

* Your, filing status; 

* Your total income; and/or 

* Your deductions or credits. 

Use Form 1040X, “Amended 
U.S. Individual Income Tax 
Retum,” to correct a previously 
filed Form 1040, lO40A, (040EZ, 
or electronically-filed return. 

If you are filing to claim an 
additional refund, wait until you 
have received your original 
refund. You may cash that check 
while wailing for any additional

“Many participants recalled 
their childhood homes, 
expressed a desire for greater 
security and a sense of entitle- 


_ment, depending on their stage 


in life,’ said Tom Perry, vice 
president, BIA. “They viewed 
their homes’ exterior as a reflec- 
tion of their personal taste, and 


as a visible symbol of lifestyle 
and achievement,” he said.

home buyers and homeowners in 
Washington, Chicago, Dallas 
and Atlanta comprised of four to 
six men and women engaged in 
various creative activities to 
demonstrate their attitudes 
toward brick. Activities included 
drawing their dream homes, cre- 
ating collages with pictures and 
words cut out from magazines 
and writing stories to show the 
imagined activities within the 
homes. / 

The collages representing 
brick homes — or life in a brick 
home — included filled pages of 
photos in warm, vibrant colors 
of families gathered around holi- 


day tables or just being together, 
” glowing caridles, blazing fire-’ 


places and pies baking in the 
oven. 

Responses imagining — the 
inhabitants’ activities included 
“Everyone is welcome;” “You 
feel relaxed and at home;” 
“We’re having a dinner party;” 
“I imagine big, happy families 


_ living in brick homes;” “T imag- 


ine brick homes being the places 
where families and friends get 
together for gatherings and 
reunions;” “A brick home would 
be the perfect place to enjoy big 
Thanksgiving dinners and other 
holidays.” 

Collages representing homes 
made of other, exterior materials 
were more sparse, depicting 
family members engaging in 
separate activities (mostly 
household chores). . Several 
respondents’ stories told of par- 


ents struggling to make ends 


meet. They described life as 
busy and hectic with no time to 
relax. 

For many respondents, brick 
homes were equated with earned 
success and prestige. Comments 


included, “They (brick homes) 
are a sign that you’ve made it.” 
“Brick is something to strive 
for.” “My husband and I work 
12-hour days — I just want to 
have something that shows all 
the work that we’ve done.” And, 
“We're proud we finally made it 
all come true.” 

Good taste and sound judg- 
ment were also resounding 
themes for choosing brick. 
“Houses made of brick have 
character.” “It’s a smart pur-— 
chase.” “It comes across as qual- 
ity.” And, “It’s forever classic 
and always in style.” 

Respondents also noted brick’s 
stability, permanence, durability, 
and an ability to retain its value. 
“When I lived in a siding house, 
I was always looking for what 
my next house would be” said 
one participant. “Owning a brick 
home gives you a feeling of 
being settled down for good,” 
said another. Others included, 
“Owning a brick home is part of 
knowing who you are and what 
you want in life.” “A brick home 
suggests a feeling of security and 
serenity.” 

- What “Home” Means 

Resounding themes regarding 
the meaning of home — or what it 
should be — included the idea of 
“home as sanctuary,” a visible 
measure of one’s accomplish- 
ments in life and their current 
life stage, and home as an 


expression of the self. 


Both men and women said 
they view their homes as places 
that insulate them from the pres- 
sure and forces of the outside 
world. “The workday’s ended,” 
said one respondent. “I am back 
in my comfort zone,” said anoth- 
er |

Home as a visible reflection of 
the self was another theme. 
Respondents’ comments includ- 
ed, “If you like your home, you 
want to have people over.” 

And, “As friends started trad- 
ing up homes, you almost felt 
second-tier stature. Do we want 
them to come over for dinner? 
Why don’t we just meet them 
somewhere?” 

What Brick Means 

Participants’ responses regard- 
ing life in a brick home ran from 
the more obvious — “brick is 
strong and secure” — to the more 
subtle or complex, such as the 
association of brick homes with 
an idealized family life.

Both credentials can ease your 
way to fulfilling a main objec- 
tive. In this case, the goal isn't a 
career but home ownership. 

As a pre-approved cash buyer, 
you are financially able to close 
_ quickly and easily, should you 
purchase the seller's property, 
making you a more appealing 


buyer. Your pre-approval carries 
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participants said they desired a 
home made entirely of brick; 
anything less was “not the real 
thing.” 

Respondents’ dual associa- 
tions also reflected opposing 
qualities. “Brick is impressive, 
yet warm.” “It’s stately, but 
cozy.” “You get a sense of solid- 
ity, but it’s warm and inviting.” 
Comments i imagining family life 
in brick homes included, “It’s 
wholesome. I think of marriage 
and family.” And, “Tt looks like a 
happy family lives there.”

Pine Hall’s Rumbled pavers are 
made using an innovative 
process in which they are put 
through a large tumbler that 
rounds the edges while main- 
taining consistency of strength 
and sizing. Glen-Gery and 
Whitacre Greer also offer tum- 
bled, ‘antique-look pavers in a 
variety of shapes and: colors. 
When comparing costs, the tum- 
bled products are middle of the 
road — less expensive the molded 
products, but more than simufat- 
ed antique varieties. 

Wood Mold Pavers 

Up until the last 100 years or 
so, most brick was actually made 
by hand using individual wood 
molds which were dusted with 
sand to keep the clay from stick- 
ing to the mold. Today, you can 
still buy handmade brick from a 
limited number of brick compa- 
nies, while several others offer a 
machine molded alternative. All 
wood mold pavers — whether 
machine or handmade —- are 
characterized by the four fin- 
ished sides created by the box 
used to mold the brick.

Water — The Miracle Molecule

Each molecule of water is 
made up of three atoms, Two 
hydrogen atoms bonded to one 
oxygen atom. That’s all water is. 
Without this three- atom combi- 


nation, you and I would not be 


here since two thirds of both our 
planet and our bodies are com- 
posed of it. We often take our 
fresh, safe water supply for grant- 
ed, but you and I can help make 
sure it lasts a long, long time. As 


a homeowner, here are some 


things you can do to help: 
* Install low-flow toilets, show- 
er heads, and faucets. 
¢ Take shorter showers. 
¢ Fill the sink rather than letting 


water run while gene hands or 
_ shaving. | 


¢ Don’t use the toilet as a waste 
basket. 


¢ Repair leaking faucets and 


running toilets immediately. 
¢ Run washing machines and 
dishwashers only with a full load. 
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- Choosing Outdoor Lighting 


to spread the light and avoid 
glare. Low pressure sodium is a 


common HID light source. In 
urban or suburban areas, be sure 
you’re not sending light into 


your neighbor’s window or other 


areas where it is not wanted. 
Look for fixtures with a reflector 
or head assembly that directs 
light downward. A well designed 
fixture may cost a little more, but 
you are gaining in the long run 
because all the light you pay for 
is being directed where you can 
use it. A typical 90 watt, high 
pressure sodium lamp (120 W 
with ballast), burning from dusk- 
to-dawn (about 4,100 
hours/year) costs $49.20 to oper- 
ate annually, at 10¢ a kilowatt- 
hour, 

‘Around entrance doors, gates 
or other locked areas, use 
motion-sensor lights. These 
infrared-activated spot lights 
have two advantages. They are 
only on when needed, and their 
focused beam helps get keys in 
locks, of maneuver oversized 
equipment through gates or 
doors. The automatic off feature 
also saves energy, since lights 
are only on a short time. 

Near the front walkway of 


your home or. business, use a 


decorative yard light on a six 


foot lamp post to illuminate 


pathways. In addition to enhanc 


¢ Don’t run water continuously _ 


while washing vegetables and 
dishes. 

¢ Water lawns in the early 
morning to avoid evaporation. 

¢ Plant native or drought-toler- 


ant plants. 


¢ Use mulch or ground cover- 


ings to reduce evaporation and 


runoff. 
¢ Use a broom to clear off 


walkways, patios, and other out- 


door areas. 


° Use automatic shutoff nozzles ' 
on hoses when washing cars or 
working in the garden instead of 
letting the hose run continuously. 


Water conservation is a good 


' reason to buy a new home. 
~ Remember that most new homes’ 


use less water because they are 
equipped with fixtures that would 
be considered “conservation 
measures” if they were installed 
in existing homes. In addition, 
manufacturers have begun to 
design appliances with shorter 
cycles, adjustable water levels, 
and water recycling features.

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ing your home’s appearance, 
yard lights can lower your liabil- 
ity for personal injury, and help 
visitors find their way safely. If 
the light will be on from dusk-to- 
dawn, use a compact fluorescent 
bulb (rather than a standard 
incandescent) to save energy and 
reduce the number of bulb 
change outs. Make sure it is 
rated for outdoor use, or it won’t 
come on during cold empen 
tures. 
The best overall ‘lighting 
scheme combines HID area 
lighting mounted high, with 
motion-sensor fixtures near 
doors, plus a decorative yard 
light to illuminate walkways.

Controlling Noise 

Materials placed in walls and 
ceilings of a home can provide a 
barrier to sound from the outside 
and from room to room, Some 
materials, like lead, are excellent 
sound absorbers but aren’t practi- 
cal for wrapping rooms. Other 
alternatives exist, but experts say 
fiber glass insulation is best 
because it absorbs sound and is 
relatively inexpensive.

from the outside. But ask your 
builder to insulate the interior 
walls as well. This will help 
reduce noise between rooms 
inside. Ceilings and floors are 
also vital areas to reduce noise 
from overhead or below. 

For added sound control, ask 
your builder to insulate your heat- 
ing and air conditioning ducts. If 
you have metal ducts, have them 
lined with fiber glass insulation, 
or consider a high-efficiency sys- 
tem made from rigid fiber glass 
duct board. 

Practical Tips 

In addition to insulation, here 
are some additional “sound” steps 
to discuss with your builder. Ask 
him to: 

° Install thick carpeting and 
padding throughout your home to 
reduce impact sound. 

¢ Caulk around windows and 
use weatherstripping at the bot- 
toms of doors, 

¢ Choose solid wood, not hol- 
low, core interior doors where 
privacy is demanded. 

¢ Use thick glass, insulating 
glass and storm windows to help 
reduce sound _ transmission 
through windows. 

¢ Select quiet, 
appliances. 

¢ Install telephone hook-ups, 
doorbells, intercoms or audio 
built-ins on interior walls. 

¢ Caulk holes made by wiring,

(IHIT) — When selecting the 
wire size needed for a circuit, or 
using an extension cord to power 


a heater, motor or other device, 


size makes a big difference. If 
the conductor is undersized, it 
creates voltage drop that can 
shorten the life of your equip- 
ment, and waste energy. 

Branch circuits should be 
sized to limit voltage drop to 2%, 
when measured from the electric 
service panel to the specific 
appliance or equipment. Voltage 
drop occurs any time electricity 
travels. through a wire. If the 
wire size is small or the circuit 
run is long, the voltage will drop 
significantly from one end of the 
wire to the other. Exceeding 2% 
can cause motors to overheat, 
and lowers the performance of 
heating and lighting devices, as 
shown below. 

A 5% Voltage Drop Results In: 

¢ 10% loss of heat in any heat- 
ing appliance 

¢ 17% loss of light from an 
incandescent lamp 

¢ 5% increase in current to a 
motor (causing energy waste) 

¢ 25% increase in motor heat-

amps) there are numeric tables 
that provide the minimum size 
conductor needed to limit volt- 
age drop to 2%.

This book covers 
topics beyond just farm wiring, 
because it includes 29 wire 
selection tables. Both copper and 
aluminum conductor tables are 
included, for electric loads from 
5 to 400 amps, and circuit runs 
up to 2,000 feet.

Exterior lighting is one of the 
best ways to increase a home’s 
safety and security. Lights can 
be used to eliminate dark spots 
or hiding places outside your 
home. Illuminating windows 
and doors will discourage 
intruders from getting close 
enough to see in. or break in. 


Burglars typically look for . 


easy, safe targets — homes that 
they can enter and exit without 


being seen. A well-lit home . 


prevents that. Also, adequate 


exterior lighting makes it easy 


and safe for guests as they 
come and go. 

Tom Fenig,. president, of 
Outdoor Lighting Perspectives, 
a nationwide franchise based in 
Matthews, N.C. says, “Use pro- 
fessionals and ask them to 
come give you a complete 
demonstration. Insist on seeing 
exactly what your home will 
look like when the lights are 
installed before you make the 
purchase. The best time for that 
is nighttime.” 

You can also save time sid 
money by preparing your home 
for landscape and architectural 
lighting in the pre-construction 
stage. | 

Fenig offers these tips: 

* Be sure to place an electri- 
cal outlet in all locations where 
transformers for the lighting 
system will be needed. At the 
least, there should be one outlet 
in the front and one in the rear 
of your home. The location 
should be easy to get wiring to, 
but not easily seen. Don’t make 
it easy for burglars or 
pranksters to tamper with your 
system. 
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* Place a 2” piece of conduit 
under all concrete where you 
might want to add lighting. 
This will make it easy to run 
wiring to add lighting fixtures 
at any point in the future. The 
conduit will also come in 
handy for other projects, such. 
as wiring for outdoor speakers 
or irrigation. Places to put con- 
duit include under driveways, 
patios, walkways, planter 
boxes, decks, etc. 

¢ Clearly mark the conduit 
raceways so they are easy to 
find in the future. One way is to | 
mark them on your plans and 
keep the plans for future refer- 
ence. Or make a small mark in 
the concrete; for example, an 
unobtrusive notch on either 
side of the driveway where the 
conduit is would make it easy 
to find. > 

¢ Have your electrician install 
all outlets that will be used for 
landscape lighting on the same 
breaker in the electric breaker 
panel, and be sure that breaker 
is Clearly marked as landscape 
lighting. This will make it easy © 
for you to deal with the situa- 
tion should the breaker ever 
trip or if you should ever want 
to disconnect’ power to those 
outlets. The breaker should be 
at least 15 to 20 amps to 
accommodate your initial 
installation and any additions 
you may want tn the future.

_ The Art of Maintenance 
Moderation 

First and foremost among 
interviewees were these eight 
home maintenance principals: 

i. A well kept home keeps its 
owners safe and sane. Most 
modern homes are equipped 
with door and window fasten- 
ers that are designed to provide 
maximum security. Make it a 
challenge to breech the securi- 
ty of your home. Keep this 
hardware in good repair. 

2. Structural repairs are 
expensive and can often be 
prevented by proactive mainte- 
nance: Wind and ice can wreck 
havoc on new roofing and gut- 
ters just as readily as those on 
seasoned homes. 

3. Mobile home owners have 
a special concern in maintain- 
ing the integrity of trailer 
skirts. Preventing frozen pipes 
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and unnecessarily high energy 
bills makes checking worth 
while, and may even keep out 
uninvited pets. 

4, Electricity, man’s greatest 
invention, or his demise: 
Depending on safe use and the 
condition of wiring within the 
home, homeowners today 
enjoy the advantage of labor 
saving, energy efficient and 
fantastically convenient elec- 
tric lights, heat and appliances. 
Electricity requires little main- 
tenance, but keeping close tabs 
on outlets with worn wires, 
and guarding against over- 
loaded circuits can save homes 
and homeowners. 

5. Keep home repair jour- 
nals: New furnaces and plumb- 
ing fixtures are subject to a an 
array of problems not dissimi- 
lar from older ones. It is a 
great practice to log in the 


‘date, cost and names and tele- 


phone numbers of outside 
repair persons. The informa- 
tidn is handy for warranty pur- 
poses and to remind the home- 
owner exactly how long it has 
been since the furnace filter 
was replaced or the garage 
door opener was repaired. One 
cautionary word to those who 
are tempted to undertake the 
job of trimming trees around 
electric lines. Don’t. Leave it 
for the professionals with 
proper equipment. Once a limb 
falls onto the wires it may be 
too late for caution. 

6. Chips and smudges give 
an aura of untidiness. Do-it- 
yourself decorators are well 
advised to maintain a little 
extra paint and wallpaper for 
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emergencies. Some older 
homes have so many coats of 
paint chips practically ‘fall off 
at the sound of the vacuum 
cleaner. 

7. Insects, rodents and other 
indoor/outdoor creatures: 
Well-fitting screens and garage 
doors that are kept closed, are 
a good first step toward com- 
batting change-of-season 
rodent problems. Swarms of 
carpenter ants undetected turn 
trees and timbers into dead 
wood! Effective treatments are 
safe, easy to use and readily 
available at home and garden 
shops. 

8. Daily diligence inside, 
outside, and all around the 


house: In the fina! scheme of 


things — a leaking faucet, run- 
ning toilet, or a faulty GFCI 
(ground-fault circuit inter- 
rupter) caught before the 
arrival of a mammoth energy 
bill can be a homeowners sav- 
ing grace.

‘wildfires: ¢ ‘can -help sustain and 


maintain healthy forests. 
However, to residents, they can 
be devastating. 


In 2002, extreme drought 
conditions fueled the largest 
forest fires in Colorado, 
Arizona and Oregon in the last 
century. 

The wildfires claimed more 


than 7 million acres of land and 


more than 2,300. structures in 
that year alone. Early estimates 
from 2003's Southern 
California wildfires have indi- 
cated that more than 800,000 
acres were burned and 3,400 
homes were destroyed. 

As a direct result of a devas- 
tating fire, Pima County in 
Arizona enacted emergency 
legislation last summer to adopt 
the International Urban- 
Wildland Interface Code, or 
IUWIC,’ published “by the 
International Code Council. 
The code provides a compre- 
hensive approach to protecting 


Py 
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structures from wildfires and 
preventing fires within build- 
ings from spreading into full- 


blown wildfires. 


According to the National 
Concrete Masonry Association, 
concrete masonry provides a 
distinct advantage to structures 
in the urban-wildland interface 
because it is inherently non- 
combustible. The IJUWIC 
requires exterior walls of build- 
ings that are subject to extreme 
fire hazard to be constructed of 
one-hour fire resistive construc- 
tion or an approved noncom- 
bustible material. Most concrete 
masonry walls easily exceed a 
one-hour rating. 

The IUWIC building require- 
ments work. Mark Kluver, 
regional codes manager for 
Portland Cement Association, 


‘surveyed damage from three of - 
the, largest fire areas in Southern 


California and“found that most 
of the retently built dwellings 


located on the explosive fire. 


perimeter were still standing.

"T found strong eves that 
local ‘jurisdictions and home- 
owners took major corrective 
action following the fires that 
raced through Southern 
California 10 years ago. If fires 
of the magnitude that hit last 
year had occurred back then, 
several times more dwellings 
may have been lost," Kluver 
said. As the nation's wildland 
areas continue to be developed, 
growing numbers of homeown- 
ers will face the potential devas- 
tation of wildfires. The National 
Concrete Masonry Association 
says building with concrete 
masonry, provides them proven 
fire protection and security for 
their lives and their homes.
